As the current debt crisis continues — employee mistreatment, stagnant wages, and unpaid 
work in the hope of recognition have created an untenable arrangement. The arts industry is a 
business like any other where labor, success, and wealth hinge on ever-shifting social contracts 
and uneven power dynamics. A gallery or organization will often offer an artist the promise of 
exposure from an exhibition of their work without any other form of compensation. In many 
cases, an artist will have to pay fees to have their work entered into consideration for a show, 
shipped, and to be hung. At the same time, a revolving door of unpaid/low-paying labor 
positions in the industry might advertise an exchange of experience, college credit, lunch, or a 
MetroCard. Organizations like New York Foundation for the Arts enable employers to offer this 
type of work by allowing them to advertise in their classifieds. 


Tasks/Duties/Responsibilities Include: 

Must be able to crawl on hands-on hands knees for long periods of time 

Finger dexterity to able to pick 1,500 pennies ($15) off of the floor 

Be able to roleplay as a dog 

Able to work blindfolded with head completely covered while attached to a leash 
Consent to be under surveillance 

Willing to work for 8+ hours with no/few breaks
